Lawyer in Chicago Court Vividly
Draws Picture of "Persecution"

of Ella Gingles.

CASE WILL END MONDAY

State's Altornej* Says Plot Talc
Was Product of a Fertile

<Mind.

CHICAGO, July 10..The flnal plea
for Ella Glnglca, on trlal for the lar-
ceny of Ince rrom Mlsa Agnes Barrette,
her former employer, waa made In
Judge Brentnno's court to-day by At¬
torney Patrlck' H. O'Donnell. At its
concluslon the Jurors, aoveral of whom
were wlplng tears from their eyea,
asked for an adjournment untll Mon¬
day morning, when State's Attorney.
B. J. Hhort wlll close tho case.
"Thls case haa been on my soul alnce

Januaiy 9," sald Mr. O'Donnell. "Chl¬
cago is waitlng for a Moaea. I may be
rufned In thls trlal, but if State'a At¬
torney John E. AV. AVayman wanta to
wrlte his name among the great, the
mnterial la In thia caae. Thia case
Is through, and you are to declde now
whether Ella la guilty.
"The State has charged that I put

the name of Tnm Taggart and these
horrible stories Into thls glrl'a mouth.
They had to abandon that when lt waa
found that Ella told her story to
others before I heard'lt. No human
mlnd could have concoctod that story.
It was llvod by Ella Glnglea ln all lta
horror.

Glrl Hniuidc'l, He Snyn.
"W"ien I went to Canada and found

i out 'certaln thlngs about the glrl, I
came back satlstled that a colossal
power was working against her.
"There are only three stories of how

the'glrl wns Injured. One is that she
did It herself, the other Is that aho
had an accomplice. and the thlrd Is
lliat she was tho victlm of frlends
fronzled by wine. I sav that it was
the last and the ovldence hears me
out."

In closlng his* prellrnlnary argument
early ln the day Aaalstant State's At¬
torney Fhnrt sald:
"Mr. O'Donnell may argue to you

that the wcalth of detall glven ln
MIbs Gingles'a story shows lta truth.
hut don't be decelved. Sho has demon-
stnrted that .she has a vlvld imaglna-
tion and a fert'le mind."
Mr. Phort then took up the atory

of the nlleged att.tck on Miss Gingles,
d^claring that according to the evi¬
dence of medlcal experts it could not
be true.

sewers in the next year," sald Mr.
Bolllng. "and It should lnvestlgate ihe
most modern methods and get the best
advice. possible."

Messrs. Whlttet and Lynch thought
lt hlghly Important thal the Clty En¬
glneer as well as Mr. Bolton, should
go, saylng that the office could be left
a few days to Asslstant Englneer Tali-
aferro, and an inspectlon tour by two
members of the subcommlttee on sew¬
ers. and the two englneers was or¬
dered.
The commlttee recommended for re-

jection the ordlnance prohlbitlng shift-
ing of frelght trains for flfteen min-
utes before and after the arrival of
pisssenger trains. Superintendent C. C
walker. of the Chesapeake and Ohio,
was present to oppose the measurc,
but lt wais not necessary for hlm to
speak. the commlttee voting it down
unanlmously.

Klll Obaolete l4-Tra.
Mr. Wlnston, of the' Virginia Rail-

-way and Power Company, was

present to ask an ex«en,slon of tlme
on the ordlnance requiring shlftlng
of the car tracks on Cherry Street.
The car company, he sald, was prepar¬
ing" a new scheme for the rearrange-
ments of its tracks ln that sectlon,
and the commlttee recommended to
the Councll that slx months' tlme be
allowed the company in whlch to do
the work, lt belng expected that the
new plans wlll be flled before the time
elapses.
On advice of the Clty Attorney. the

commlttee recommended for adoptlon
an ordlnance striking out of the clty
code obsolete. sectlons ln regard to
the management of horse cars and In-
creaslng the speed llrrilt of electric
cars from elght to twelve miles an
hbur.
An ordlnance was also recommended

to the Councll grantlng to the Unlted
States. government certaln rlghts to
constriict areaways under Tenth and
Bank Streets in the plans for the new
Federal Building. Clty Englneer Boll¬
lng explalned that he had axamlnod
the plans; that they call for a drive-
way entrance from Tenth Street, nnd
a retalnjng wall wlth areas along the
present llne of the Shafer bulldlng.
The proposltion for olllng the Boule-
vard' was tabled.

'2,300 volts through his body. Dr. H. Stuart
MacLean, ot Richrnond, who was calied
ln as a speclajlst, performed .an operaion,
set tho bones and relleved tho paralysls.
whlch extended throi^h tho lower part ot
the man's body, Tho work was unusual
and delloate to > degree, but lf Newsom
entiroly recovers, as ls now probable, hls
case will be widely reported in medical
Journals.

BUT MANY KICKS

Park Keeper Informed That He
Cannot- Drive People Away

,. at 9 P. M.

Parkkeeper Parater, who summarlly
ordered Jefferson Park closed to all
comers at 9 o'clock on Thursday nlght.
much to the dlsgust of 6everal hundred
Church Hill citizens, who were enjoy-
Ing the cool air after a hot day's
work, got llttle satlsfaction ln his
complaint to Clty Engineer Bolllng of
the manner ln whlch he was being
crltlclzed for, his actlon.' He was pe-
remptorily lnl'ormed that there was no
justificaUon for his actlon;' that he nad
no police authority. over people ln the
park, nlght or day, unless they were
dlsorderly, arfd that there was no

ground for closlng the park to the
public at 9 o'clock, or at any other
hour.
One member. of the Grounds and

Buildlngs Commlttee last nlght was
especlally Indtgnant, saylng that, should
anythlng of the sort happen In any
of the parks of the city agaln, he
would advocate calling the commlttee
and suspendlng the keeper, however
influential ln politlcs he migl-t be.
So many people appealed to the

Mayor from the treatment of the park¬
keeper yesterday that the Mayor pre-
pared the following statement ln re-
gard to parks as outltning his attl-
tude: "'

"The parks of the clty are for- uso
and enjoyment by the citizens, and not
merely for ornament. In them the peo¬
ple should have all the llberty con-
slstent wlth good order and the pre¬
servatlon ot the property from de¬
struction.
"Parks are- sometlmes called the

"lungs of tho clty," and as breathlng
places, where rellef may be found from
heat and congestion. they are essen¬
tial not only to the comfort and en¬
joyment vof the people, but to health,
and sometlmes to life Itself.
"Whenever on a hot day I see a

large expanse of green grass under
an Invlting shade and read the slgn,
'Keep off tho Grass,' lt fllls me wlth
lndlgnatlon.
"The people, chlldren especlally,

should be allowed to use the parks
wlth greater freedom. If the keepers
have more work, let them be better
pald. If some of the grass .should be,
destroyed, replace lt in the fall. It
will be money well spent.

"I do not know of any ordlnance
whlch, prohiblts a. band of musiclans
frorn playlng on a park, nor can I con-
ceive of any authority In a park¬
keeper to plose suoh park at 9 o'clock
at nlght or at any tlme."
